We clip the annexed from the Lycn 


County Times: 


Hon. 
Eugene Howell, of 
Lincoln 


tiounty, has introduced a resolution 
asking Congress to appropriate $125,- 
000 for the purpose of improving the 
Colorado river. 
Notwithstanding the 


statements of Mr. Cassidy, regarding 
the insignificance of the Colorado, this 
stream is navigable in the Spring for 
on* hundred miles along the southeast- 
ern boundary of the State, and tha snm 
applied for would mako navigation pos- 
sible a much greater distance during 
the -whole year. We in the western part 
of Nevada, have not the same interest 
in the improvement of the Colorado as 
have the citizens of Lincoln county, but 
we hare an indirect interest in the gen- 
eral welfare and advance of the State, 
and an increase of prosperity in that 
section would in a measure be felt by 
us. 
Altogether there are two hundred 


and ten miles of our State boundary 
which consists of this river, aud the ex- 
penditure of the sum named in the res- 
olution would supply, in addition to 
'the increased facilities for navigation 
and the consequent increase of trade 
incidental thereto, a system of water 
power which would add greatly to the 
manufacturing interests of the country, 
.and correspondingly to its actual wealth. 


Hon. Isham G. Hun-is, nt the age of

States Senator from Tennessee.

Settler* Contrtbutlnx to Prevent 


Them I>yltiK at 


A Fort McDermit correspondent of 


the Silver State, under date of the 21st, 
writes as follows : 


In the unprecedented severe weather 


which we have had here for several 
days past,- the thermometer ranging 
from 15 to 23 deg. below zero, the In- 
dians in this vicinity are suffering 
greatly from hunger 
and 
exposure. 


They are daily crowding iu towards the 
Post in increasing numbers, and in view 
of their destitute condition, it became 
absolutely necessary to do something to 
alleviate their distress. 
Accordingly, 


.the few citizens residing in this vicinity 
organized a subscription headed by Mr. 
McGuire in aid of the most helpless. 
The military authorities at the Post are 
also doing all in their power to aid in 
this good work; but unless the Govern- 
ment speedily furnishes a greater meas- 
ure of relief, there may be trouble an- 
ticipated before the expiration of the' 
'Winter. There are plenty of cattle be- 
longing to the settlers ranging through 
thn bills, and the Indians, driven to 
desperation through hunger, are liable. 
at any time to slaughter them for food. 


It would be well if our Senators and 


Representatives were interviewed on 
this subject, with a view to memorializ- 
Congress to take some action for the 
relief of these destitute wards ef the na- 
tion. 


The Silver State makes the annexed 


comments upon the letter: 


According to the census of the Piute 


tribe, taken by Captain Dave of Wads- 
worth, under the direction of Major 
Powell, there are over 800 Piutes in this 
county. Ordinarily they support them- 
selves by working for the whites, aud 
hunting, fishing, etc., aud never have 
those in this vicinity received a cent's 
worth from the Government. Many of 
them are now, iu consequence of the un- 
precedented severity of the weather, on 
the verge of starvation, and while a few 
of them here in town have built shan- 
ties, in which they livo, the large ma- 
jority of them have no shelter save 
brush tents partially covered with can- 
vas. They make no provision for Win- 
ter, and are consequently suffering with 
hunger. This is especially the case in 
the northern part of the couuty; and a 
note from McDermit, printed in another 
column, states that the settlers in that 
vicinity are contributing to their sup- 
port. they are gathering iu the vicinity 
of the Fort from far and near, and hove 
to depend almost exclusively upon the 
charity of the military aud citizens, as 
the weather has been too cold for them 
to hunt gams. It is believed that, un- 
less something is done for their relief, 
they will commence killing stock and 
that will cause a disturbance which may 
result iu serious consequences. In view 
of this condition of affairs, would it not 
be advisable for the Legislature to adopt 
a resolution requesting vhe General 
Government to distribute rations to the 
Indians at fort McDermit during the 
cold weather? The members from this 
county, especially Senator McConnell 
and Assemblyman Hardin, who reside 
near Fort McDermit, ought to under- 
stand the situation, aud telegraph to 
Washington the action of the Legisla 
turs, that ths starving ludians may be 
relieved 
immediately. 
This 
matter 


should receive earnest aud prompt at- 
tention from our Representatives at 
Carson. It is much cheaper to feed the 
Indians lor a few months than to let 
hunger compel them to kill cattle aud 
inaugurate troubles which may last for 
mouths.

The Wood Rivor Times in speaking 


of the disposition to be made of Idaho's 
insane, which are now sent to Portland, 
Oregon, has the following iu regard to 
our Reno asylum: "With the cost of 
conveying patients we are entirely fa- 
miliar. The last patient conveyed to 
Portland will cost the county, first and 
last, all of $700. Cannot we do better 
than this? .Let us nee. At Reno, in 
the State of Nevada, thtre is an asylum 
for the insane where our patients could 
doubtless be received. Passage to llsno 
from Hailey costs $G3; for two one way 
and back for one, $189; expenses on the 
trip, 60; dine, not over 450; total, $300. 
For $300 such, all told, our insane could 
be taken to Keno. It ousts $700 each 
to take them to Portland. What objec- 
tion is there to taking them lo Beuo? 
None that we know of, unless it be a 
possible prior arrangement with the 
Oregon authorities."

Ban Be Quille, of the Enterprise, 


tells this: 


In Castle District, at a point about 


five miles north of Virginia Qity, is a 
tunnel that may be called an ex-tunnel. 
It is a tunnel that remonstrates against 
being a tunnel. It was run about four 
years ago into the side of a steep hill, 
and was originally about forty feet in 
length. When in about fifteen feet the 
tunnel out into a soft, swelling clay, 
very difficult to manage. 
After timber- 


ing and striving against the queer, 
spongy material till it had beeu pene- 
trated about twenty-five feet, the min- 
ers gave up the fight, as they found it a 
losing game. 


Being left to its own devices, the tun- 


nel proceeded to repair damages. 
It 


very plainly showed that it resented' the 
whole business, as its first move was to 
push out all the timbers and dump 
them down the hill. 
It did not stop at 


that, but projected from the mouth of 
the tnnnel a pith or stopper of clay the 
fall siz» of the excavation. This came 
out horizontally same eight feet, as 
though to look about and see what hod 
become of the miners, when it broke off 
and rolled down the slope. Iu this 
way it has been going on until there are 
some hundred tons of clay at the foot 
of the hill. At first it required only 
about a week for a plug to come out and 
break off, then a month, and so on till 
now th*. masses are ejected but three or 
four times per year, yet the motion, con- 
tinues, and to-day the tunnel has the 
better of the fight by about four feet.

A New Explosive. 


Sebastine is the name of a new explo- 


sive brought to light in Sweden, which 
is attracting much attention. It appears 
to be based upon nitro-glyoeriue, bnt, 
while both more powerful and cheaper 
than the ordinary dynamite, possesses 
greater safety, because the explosive oil 
is more completely absorbed and bound 
by a specially prepared kind of charcoal 
and other ingredients, and because in 
ordinary cases it requires no percussion- 
cap to explode. In mining, sebastine 
is exploded simply by the fuse, provid- 
ing the bore-hole is properly secured by 
a strong wadding, as in an ordinary 
charge of blasting powder. According 
to official statements not one single 
instance of accident has happened from 
its use. The Swedish Government hav- 
ing ordered trials of sebastine against 
dynamite, it is said to have been proved 
that sebastine was far superior iu effect 
and about equal in force to English 
gun-cotton when used in torpedoes. 


A l*oe»i b.y Hie l*rc-*iil<'iit. 


Dr. Asa. Gr. Stillmuu, of Albia, N. Y., 


has in his possession a witty little poem, 
composed by President Arthur in 1851, 
when President Arthur was a school- 
i.eacher at North Bownal, Vt., and the 
doctor was one of his pupils. Tho doc- 
tor was a shy lad, who always had 
trouble in committing "a piece" for 
recitation. Having failed to do so on 
one occasion, his teacher, the now Pres- 
ident of the United States, composed 
nnd assisted him to learn tbe little poem 
in question.

got on finely iu recitation, and he has 
ever kept iu his posessioa tho produc- 
tion. Dr. Stillmau is the father of two 
fine boys who bear tbe names of Ches- 
ter Arthur Stillman uud Eoscoe Oonk- 
Iiug Slilluiiiu. Chester Arthur Stillman, 
who is now about the age his father was 
when President Arthur taught him, re- 
oited the versus oomposej for his father 
at the Sunday-school exercises of the 
Pawling Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church on a recent Sunday.
